HI Commiſſioners appointed by His Majeſty, with the Advice and 
Conſent of the Eſtates of Parliament, for Regulation of Judicato- 
} ries, in diſcharge of the Truſt committed to them, and after lon 
and mature deliberation , Do in the firſt place, for the eff:Que 
preventing and reſtraining of Abuſes; and exorbitant Exactions in 
the Seſſion, and for the more ſpeedy, eaſie, and ſure Adminiſtration of Juſtice | 
by the Lords thereof, humbly offer to His Majeſties Approbation; the Acts, 
Orders and Conſtitutions following, | 
1. That in the extracting of ARs or Decreets, whatever Sheets are re- 
peated out of former Acts already extracted , and payed for in the ſame Pro- 
ceſs, ſhal in the AR or Decreet wherein they are repeated, be only payed for 
as Copies at the price of eight ſbill. Scots per ſheet, and no mere to be given 
to the Copier; and that the gut of Lines, or quantity of Writing of theſe 
ſheets, be atleaſt as many lines, and as much writing in each ſheet as was de- 
termined by the former AR of Regulation, and that what ever new ſheets ſhal 
be added in the poſteriur Ac, of iu the Decree, thal pay each ſheet as an 
new ſheet, conform to the former Regulation, and that a broken ſheet if any 
be, be payed for as a whole ſheet. | 
6 How, For each Bill preſented in the Inner-houſe, there ſhal only be 
payed for preſenting, fifty eight ſbil. Scots, and for preſenting the written An- 
ſwers made to the ſame, as much; And that in this maner, vis. That the ſaid 
Payments be firſt payed in by the Parties to the Collector aſtermentioned, and 
by bim mare upogq the ſaid Bill, and Anſwers before they be preſented to 
the Lords.

14, That to ſhorten Proceſſes, Acts, and Decreet*, the Lord Ordinary that 
hears the Cauſe, and is toreport the ſame, take inthe Minuts from the Clerks, 
after they are ſhowen to both parties; and that if needful, he reform the ſame, 
and thereupon report the Cauſe, notwithſtanding of any thing in the contra- 
ry, contained in the late Act of Parliament ahent Advocats their ſubſcrib- 
ing of the Minuts of debate, and that the Minuts fo ſigned by the Ordinary, 
be patent to the parties, in the Clerks hands. 

15. That Cauſes called in preſence, and appointed by a particular delive- 
rance to be heard on a certain day, be peremptorly called that day, accord- 
ing to the order, and date of the faid deliverance;and that a Roll of them be 
made for that end; and that the Cauſe ſo ordered, ſhall have the ſame right 

to be called at its day, as Cauſes inrolled in the Books of Inrollment, whoſe 
order the Lords cannot alter; and that no Cauſes be called by the Ordinary 
Roll that day, until the Cauſe thereto remitted be heard,. and diſcuſſed. 

' 16. That all points, that the Lords upon Reports, or Bills, ſhall think fit to 
hear in preſence, be either immediatly called and debated, as to that point, 
or otherways be Inrolled in the Roll of Cauſes, inthe Inner- houſe, according 
to the date of the Lords deliverance ; and that for that end, the Parties Pro- 
curators who demand a Hearing, be always ready to debate, or that other- 
ways the Lords may determine upon the former debate. 

17. That Acts and Decreets, againſt more Debtors than one, may be Ex- 
trated in parts relating particularly to any of the Defenders, as if they did 
proceed upon a ſingle Lybelz And that Acts and Decreets upon competiti- 
on of Rights, may be Extracted in parts, each Party extracting the Decreet of 
his preferance to others, with the grounds thereof, ſo as the party poſtpon- 
ed needs not extract the debate, anent his being poſtponed ; but only cauſe 
relate in general, that. ſuch Rights are preferred to him, as, T. G. If there 
be five Competitors, the Party preferred in the firſt places needs extract no 
more, but the production of all their Intereſts, with the grounds of his prefer- 
ence to the other four; and he that is preferred in the ſecond place, needs not 
extras the E and debate whereupon the firſt is preferred to him but 
only after a fimple Narrative, that the firſt was preferred, deduce the Grounds, 
atid debate whereupon he is prefered to the laſt three, without inſerting the 
grounds of debate bet wixt the three that are poſtponed to him: And fo for 
the reſt of the Competitors, and that how ſoon any Competitor is preferred 
he may extract his preference at hispleaſure, in the manner abovementioned 
albeit the Competition as to the reſt be not determined. | 

18. That in time coming, Decreets in foro be not reduced and laid open up- 
on Nullities, furder than ad bunc eſſectum, to hear the Parties anent redreſſing 
his Prejudice by that Nullity; and that it be declared, that the reſt of the In- 
terlocutors in the foreſaid Decteet do ſtand, tanquam res hactenus judicate, 

19. That in all Concluded Cauſes, when the Lord appointed to prepare the 
ſame for Adviſing, doth Adviſe the ſaids Cauſes : the Advocats for the Parties, 
are either to object at the Preparing what they have to ſay againſt the Re- 
port to be made, or to make their ſaid Objections within at moſt fourteen days 
thereafter 3 which ObjeRions with the Anſwers thereto, ſhall be conſidered 
by the faid Ordinary, and ſhall be ſubjoyned to the Report.

23. That for the remeiding of the Abuſe of the multiplying of Bills, and 
of their ſuperfluous length; the Lords ſhall upon occaſion, as they find any 
Bill to be groundleſs, or in its length ſuperfluous and litigious, Fyne the Ad- 
vocat, Subſcriber and Party, in ſuch a pecuniary MulR, tobe inltantly payed, 
as they ſhall judge reaſonable. And turder,that in all Cauſes where the Lords 
at the Concluſion thereof, ſhall find the Saccumber to have been calumnious 
or litigious ; they ſhall take in an Accompt from the Party prevailing, upon 
his Oath of the Expenſes, and Dammage that he bath been put to in that Pro- 
ceſs, and that then they Decern: or incaſe of Extravagancy, Tax and Mo- 
dific the ſaid Expenſes and Dammage, to be payed by the Succumber to the 
Party prevailing as ſaid is: and this be more ſquarely and largely done in time 
— for the better preventing of calumnious and litigious Pleas and Pro. 
eeſſes. 

24. That in place of the Allowance, formerly in place of Adjudications, or 
Appry ſings, there be only for hereafter, a ſhort Abbreviat made of the De- 
ereet of Adjudication, after the manner of the ſaid Allowance, and that this 
Abbreviat be at the pronouncing of the ſaid Decreet, Signed by the Lord Pro- 
nouncer thereof, and given in to be Recorded within threeſcoredays after the 
Pronouncing of the ſaid Decreet, conform to the AR of Parliament anent 
Recording of Appryſings : and that the Recorder for Recording 
thereof, take no more than fourty ſhilling Scots, whatever be the Sums of Mo- 
ney or Lands contained in the ſaid Decreet of Adjudication, or whatever may 
be the length thereof : and that the perſon lugiver ofthe ſaid Abbreviat, his 
Name be marked, and he Sign to it, as is appointed at the Regiſter of Sea- 
ſins: and that the Recorder of the ſaid Abbreviat, do likewiſe mark imme- 
diatly after Recording thereof, whether the Decreet whereof it is the Abbre- 
viat, be then Extracted or not; and in caſe the Recorder ofthe ſaid Abbre= 
viats, ſhall not Record the ſame duely as ſaid is, but ſhall happen to take in 
any Abbreviat after the ſaid threeſcore days, that he be therefore upon Try= 
al, deprived by the Lords of Seſſion. 

25. That for the cutting off of groundleſs and expenſive Pleas; and Pro- 
ceſſes in time coming, the Lords of Seſſion ſuſtain no ReduQion of any De- 
creet-Arbitral, that ſhall be Pronounced hereafter upon a ſubſcribed Sub- 
million,at the luſtance of either of the Parties Submitters , upon any Cauſe 
or Reaſon whatſoever, unleſs that ol Corruption, Bribery or Falſhood, to be 
alledged againſt the Judges Arbitrators who pronounced the ſame. _ 

25. That in all Actions of Sale of Bankrupts Lands upon the late Acts of 
Parliament, either depending, or to be hereafter Raiſed; the Ranking —

27. That in the Caſe where a Matter brought beſore the Council, is by 
thern Remitted to the Seſſion, to be there ſummarly Diſcuſſed : the ſame ſhall | 
not be brought in beſote the faids Lords of Seffion, to be Debated and Dil- 
cuffed in the Forenoon, to the hinderance of the ordinary Courſe of the Roll, 
and to the prejudice of the Eeidges therein concerned: but ſhall only if the 
Lords think fit, be brouyht in to be Debated and Diſcuſſed as faid is, in ſuch 
an Afternoon as they ſhall appoint.

cording tb the Quality of the Perſons who ſhall employ them in manner fol- 
lowing : vis. That for one Conſultation as is therein defin'd, a'Nobleman 
ſhall not give more to an Advocat than nine Dollers, or two Guintys at the 
moſt, That a Baron or Knight, ſhall not give more than ſeven Dollers, ot 
one Gniney and a half at moſt. That any other Gentleman or chief Burgeſs, 
ſhall not give more than four Dollers, or one Guiney ut moſt, And that all the
